trial for murder. 

The physician, who is recover- 
ing from the effects of a poison 
he swallowed early Friday when 
police arrived at his apartment to 
arrest him, told authorities Hatt- 
man lunged at him with a black- 
handled pocket knife in the hotel 
room. He wrested the knife away 
and stabbed Hattman with it, he 
said. 

Wife Visits Doctor. 

Mrs. Rutledge, tall, willowy 
blonde who told police she had 
clandestine relations with Hatt- 
man last summer, visited her hus- 
band at City Hospital yesterday 
afternoon. She spent about an 
hour in the hospital room, then 
left with friends who warded off 
newspaper reporters and photog- 
raphers. 

The weapon that killed Hatt- 
man has not been found. Dr. Rut- 
ledge said he threw the knife 
away, as well as some money he 
had taken from the dying Hatt- 
man, as he was driving back to 
St. Louis after the fight. 

State highway patrols in Mis- 
souri and Illinois have been asked 
to search the highway between 
St. Louis and Cedar Rapids for 
the knife. Assistant County Attor- 
ney David Elderkin said the pa- 
trols weer asked to look along 
Routes 218 and 61 in the two 
states. 

“Although we aren’t positive,” 
he said, “that Dr. Rutledge fol- 
lowed these routes, they are the 
most direct between St. Louis and 
Cedar Rapids.” 

Says Hattman Carried Knife. 

Mrs, Alvin M. Steinke, in whose 
home at 7077 Plymouth avenue, 
University City, Hattman rented a 
room, said Hattman was in the 
habit .of carrying a small black- 
handled pocket knife with him at 
all times. She said the knife, 
when closed, was about three 
inches long. She said she had not 
gone through his effects to deter- 
mine whether the knife is still 
thrre. 

Hattman worked for Emerson 
Electric Manufacturing Co. as an 
instrument designer in the arma- 
ment division, where Mrs. 
ledge was employed as a mathe- 
matician. 

Mrs, Steinke told police Dr. Rut- 
ledge had repeatedly telephoned 
Hattman. On one occasion, she re- 
called, she heard Hattman say, 
“Well, doctor, if you have any- 
thing more to say along those 
lines, tell my lawyer about it.” 

Statement by Doctor. 

In a statement.to Linn County 
Attorney Crissman, Dr. Rutledge 
from his hospital bed said he went 
to Cedar Rapids last Monday, 
knowing that Hattman would be 
there, to offer Hattman money 
to “stay away from my wife.”

Louis and 
University City. 

First Block of Phones, 

Five telephones were subscribed 
to in the name of one individual 
beginning in March 1947. The tele- 
phones were moved from Various 
locations from that date until Sep- 
tember 1947 to the Bartmer loca- 
tion. This individual was required 


to sign a statement to the effect 
that the telephones would not be 
used for illegal purposes. 

This type of statement is re- 
quired when the telephone com- 
pany is not certain.of the’ inten- 
tions of the subscriber.

CENSUS ESTIMATE 
PUTS FAMILIES IN 
U.S. AT 37,300,000 


Survey Indicates 5,000,000 
Persons Had Been Married 


More Than Once. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
The Census Bureau reported to- 
night there were 37,300,000 families 
in the United States in April 
1948. 

The average size family. had 
3.6 persons. Forty-eight per cent 
of the families had no children 
under 18 living with them. 

The bureau said the families 
included 34,300,000 married couples. 
In about 5,000,000 cases—roughly 14 
out of 100—either the husband or 
wife had been married more than 
once, 

The figures, obtained by a sam- 
ple survey, showed 2,500,000 fam- 
ilies were doubling up on living 
quarters with someone else or 
occupying “transient hotels and 
lodging houses.” 

The median age of family heads 
was 45 years—half were older, 
half’ younger than that. Abott 
one in five of all family heads 
Was a man who had served in 
World War II. 

Nine-tenths of the entire United 
States population of 145,100,000 
were family members—that is, in 
parent-and-child or husband-and- 
wife families. 

“About 8,200,000: were living as 
individuals not in families and 
about 1,300,000 were inmates of 
institutions,” the bureau reported.

DUTCH BOMBED CAPITAL, 
INDONESIA REPUBLIC SAYS 


SURVIVORS TELL 


Reported Attack Follows, 
_ Announcement of ‘Po- 
| lice Action’ by Holland 
—Republicans Exclud- 
ed From Government. 


BATAVIA, Dec. 19 (Sunday) 
(AP) — The government of the 
Indonesian Republic said Dutch 
planes bombed. Jogjakarta, its 
capital, today. 

An official republican statement 
issued by radio said the Dutch in- 
vasion of republican territory be- 
gan at dawn, and that an amphibi- 
ous landing had been made on 
the north-central Java coast. 

The republican statement said 
Dutch airplanes, including twin- 
engine, B-25 bombers, were still 
attacking Jogjakarta and an air- 
field more than four hours after 
the action began. The republican 
government described the inva- 
sion as a “dastardly act,” which 
it said was a violation of the 
truce, of human ‘rights, and com- 
parable to Pearl Harbor,

THE HAGUE, Dec. 18 (AP)—A 
new stop-gap government for 
Indonesia was proclaimed today 
by The Netherlands Government, 
which also announced it had 
started new “police action” in the 
Far Eastern republic. 

A spokesman for the Foreign 
Office summarized an official 
Dutch communique by saying: 

“The Netherlands Government 
felt itself regretfully obliged to 
undertake police action against 
terrorist and undisciplined ele- 
ments in the Republic who ren- 
der any constructive policy im- 
possible.” 

The spokesman added that the 
decision resulted “after the break- 
down in informal conversations 
on the Indonesian Republic on ac- 
count of the latter’s failure to 
comply with truce obligations and 
reply to the last Dutch note ask- 
ing for a binding declaration on 
four essential points.” 

Fighting Believed On. 

The official announcement of 
the long-awaited opening of hos- 
tilities was made at 3:50 p.m. (St. 
Louis time). It was undestood 
that fighting had already been 
in progress several hours.

DELLE, Utah, Dec. 18 (AP)— 
Two Burlington Trailways busses 
crashed and burned on a bleak, 
western Utah highway today, kill- 
ing 13 persons. 

Forty-four persons were injured, 
Some injuries were minor and 
persons were released after treat- 
ment at hospitals. Every person 
on the two buses was either 
killed or injured. 

The accident occurred at 12:20 
p.m. on a straight stretch of 
United States Highway 40, six 
miles west of Delle atid 63 miles 
west of Salt Lake City. 

State Highway Trooper John F, 
Ross of Ogden said the burned 
wreckage of the two busses was 
so intermingled it was difficult to 
determine just what happened, 

He’ and County Attorney A, 
Pharis Johnson said they had in- 
formation from two witnesses that 
a third car was involved, but es- 
caped damage. The witnesses said 


the westbound bus started to pass 
the car, skidded on the icy road, 
then collided with the eastbound 


bus. 
One Driver Killed. 

The driver of the eastbound bus, 

D. ‘W. Eggers of Salt Lake City, 
was killed. Driver of the west- 
bound bus, Charles Harris, also of 
Salt Lake City, escaped serious 
injury but was cut and burned.

All available ambulances, 
doctors and nurses were sum- 
moned from Tooele, county seat 
town 35 miles to the southeast, 
The naval supply depot at Clear- 
field, north of Salt Lake City, 
sent its senior medical officer and 
two ambulances. 


“Our bus seemed to burst open, 
throwing me part of the way out,” 
said Pfc.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 18— 
An order of the Tennessee Rail- 
road and Public Utilities Commis- 
sion which had denied Tennessee 
telephone rate increases f $4,057,- 
000 a year to Southern Bell Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. was con- 
fiscatory and unlawful, the Ten- 
nessee Court of Appeals ruled yes- 
terday in knocking out the order. 

The court, which said the com- 
mission’s order 
quired the company to operate at 
a loss, upheld completely the 
schedule of 16.27 per cent higher 
rates the company proposed in 
June 1947. The new 
been in effect since last Septem- 
ber under an injunction granted 
by the appellate court. The de- 
cision yesterday made the injunc- 
tion perpetual and dischar~ed the 
$2,000,000 bond the company had 
been required to post. 

Appeal Being Considered. 

The commission will decide 

whether it will take a further ap- 


nessee. Its genera! attorney, 
Frank G. Clement, has not had op- | 


portunity to study the decision | 


and make recommendation as to 
such an appeal. 

A decree last June by a trial 
judge, Chancellor William J. 
Wade, was wholly sustained by 
the appellate court. The company 
had gone into his court a year 
ago in appeal from the commis- 
sion’s order of denial. That order 
had attracted considerable atten- 
tion throughout the country as 
operating subsidiaries of American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. in the 
Bell system sought rate increases 
in nearly all states. 

To a considerable extent the 
commission action was based on 
the idea that allowable operating 
expenses should be based on pre- 
war levels of. cost, assuming vari- 
ous items of the postwar telephone 
expansion feriod were of tempo- 
rary nature. The unanimous opin- 
ion of the three judges of the ap- 
pellate court said they were acting 
with the axiom in mind that “esti- 
mates for tomorrow cannot ignore 
prices of today.” This was a quo- 
tation from a 1923 opinion by Jus- 
tice McReynolds of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
Missouri rate case. 

Prewar and Postwar. 

“We fully concur” said the ap- 
pellate judges, “in the holding of 
the chancellor (Wade), in effect, 
that the years 1936 to 1940 should 
not be adopted as normal years 
for the purpose of estimating the 
operating costs of the complain- 
ant (Southern Bell) during the 
_years immediately succeeding the | 
ae: years and beginning with | 

946 

“We find no error in the Calcu- 
lations, which disclose that the 
complainant’s operating expenses 
are $63.72 per year per telephone 
and the gross income received an- 
nally per telephone ‘(before the 
increases) is $60.24. The rates 
charged for telephone service have 
not been generally increased since 
1923, and in view of present con- 
ditions and taking into considera- 
tion the prices and wages prevail- 
ing at this time, in the light of all 
the circumstances, we cannot 
foresee that there will be any re- 
duction in prices or wages in a 
reasonable period in the foresee- 
able future. 

“There is no substantial evi- 
dence to support the conclusions 
of the commission in disallowing 
the increase in rates. A reading 
of its opinion ineicates that the 
deductions made by it in allow- 
ances for expenditures are based 
upon a calculation and compari- 
son of the present operating ex- 
penses and those of previous 
years, which method is not justi- 
fied by the record.” 

Findings on Six Items, 

The appellate decisidn discussed 
fn detail the six items of operat- 
ing expenses, which the commis- 
‘wion had reduced by $2,976,567 a 
year for rate-making purposes. It 
agreed with Chancellor Wade that 
none of these cuts should have 
been made. The court’s findings 
on these items were as follows: 

A.T.&T. license fee. (commission 
cut $130,092)—Court held Southern 
Bell got “full value” from the fee 
at the old rate of 1% per cent of 
gross operatings revenues. (A.T.&T. 
meanwhile cut the fee to 1 per 
cent Oct. 1.) 

Depreciation charges (commis- 
sion cut $418,451)—A 1935 commis- 
ion order directed- the annual 
charge should be 3.8 per cent of 
average valpe of depreciable prop- 
“erty, but the commission said the 
company’s 1946 charges averaged 
453 per cent. The commission cut 
represented the difference. The 
court held that Southern Bell was 
properly following the. “straight- 
line” depreciation rule of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
and that the Tennessee commis- 
sion had no right to prescribe a 
different method. The opinion did 
not attempt to show whether the 
difference was in method or rates 
or charge or how the methods 
may have differed.

By last Wednesday sdOme 13,500,000 souls and 850,000 square miles of 
territory had been shifted from the democratic world to the realm cof

Then, eight days ago, Costa 
Rica was alarmed by an incursion 
of political exiles from a Dase al- 
leged to have been on Nicaraguan 
soil, with reinforcements of Nica- 
Taguan volunteers. 

Unlike these three revolutions, 
which are interpreted here as do- 
mestic events, the disturbance in 
Costa Rica involves an interna- 
tional question. There, also, the 
military factor appears to have 
been absent. The Costa Rica case 
Was one of a struggle for power 
between rival civilian parties. 

Plot in Ecuador, 

Arevolutionary plot which failed 
Was reported from Ecuador this 
week.

That the uprisings followed an 
identical pattern is acknowledged.

All of the 
defeated regimes had been con- 
spicuous for their opposition to 
the Soviet Union.

Communism Not Issue. 

In none of the three countries— 
Peru, Venezuela and El Salvador 
—was Communism an-issue. There 
was no sign of demonstration 
against “Yankee imperialism.” 
American lives and property were 
unmolested. 

Yet, according to one school of 
thought, United States diplomacy 
was not without responsibility. 
Representatives of Latin republics 
thronged to Bogota with high 
hopes of United States money and 
supplies for the furtherance of 
their prosperity. They were ad- 
monished that global strategy ne- 
cessitated priority for European 
restoration. They departed in re- 
sentment, complaining that Latin 
American progress had been forced 
to an indefinite standstill. 


Beyond the Rio Grande, note 
was taken of the forbearance With 
which Washington has handled the 
military despotism of Argentina. 
Markworthy also was the lack of 
delay with which the State De- 
partment extended recognition to 
the new tyranny of the sword in 
Peru. 

Not a few Latin American spe- 
cialists here argue that if the re- 
cent series of revolts had a com- 
mon inspiration, it was passively 
supplied by Argentina. State De- 
partment spokesmen rejoin that 
asyet there is no scintilla of evi- 
dence. that Buenos Aires lifted a 
finger on behalf of the latest mili- 
tary insurrections in Latin Amer- 
ica. Against this view, it is argued 
that there was no need to do so; 
by the mere fact of its existence, 
Argentina constitutes a center of 
anti-democratic infection, and the 
career of Juan Domingo Peron 
offers a standing temptation to 
every army and naval officer south 
of Texas. 

' Younger Officers Involved. 


The active rebel chiefs in Peru, 
Venezuela and El Salvador num- 
bered only one general against 
four lieutenant colonels, so that 
the moving spirits were princi- 
pally younger officers of middle 
rank. Some of them, no doubt, 
believe sincerely that the army 
can govern more efficiently than 
any civilian administration. Like 
sentiments could perhaps be un- 
earthed at the Pentagon.

URING the 1947 baseball sea- 
[) son, WARL, an Arlington 

(Va.) radio station, wanted 
to broadeast a series of ball 
games béing played at Brooklyn 
and queried the Dodgers about 
it. The Dodgers could have 
saved baseball a lot of worry if 
they had told WARL that they 
would consider the proposition 
and give a reply shortly. If the 
Dodgers had telephoned or wired 
Washington, boss in the Arling- 
ton’ territory, Clark Griffith 
would have disapproved the 
WARL broadcast as an invasion 
of his territory. The Dofgers 
then could have told WARL 
that they were sorry, but they 
did not want to sell their prop- 
erty, the ball games, to the sta- 
tion. 


The Dodgers, however, weren't 
that smart. They told WARL 
that Brooklyn -was willing and 
that if the station could get an 
okay from the Washington ball 
club, the broadcast of the Dodg- 
er games would be available. 

Griffith refused to give WARL 
an okay and Frank U. Fietcher, 


WARL, wrote a letter of protest 
to the Justice Department, com- 
plaining that the major leagues, 
in their handling of broadcast 
rights, were guilty of monopo- 
listic practices- 


An investigation of baseball’s 
practices in handling broadcasts 
is being conducted by the Jus- 
tice Department. That’s why, 
after all the pre-meeting bally- 
hoo, nothing was said about ac- 
tion on radio chain broadcasts 
of baseball or invasion of base- 
ball territory by telecasts.

Minnesota's Humphrey, 


New Young Liberal in 
Senate—'‘The Voice’ 


Fast-Talking 37-Year-Old Former Mayor of Minneapolis 
Dropped Civil Rights Bom bshell in Democratic National 
Convention—Says He ‘Drafted’ Himself for Public Of- 
fice—Ambition Doesn’t Rule Out White House.

MINNEAPOLIS. 


HERE are some new rising stars in the American. political firmament — 

men who will make the headlines in the Eighty-first Congress that assem- 

bles in January. The nation is rich in political characters churned up 
by the Truman miracle of Nov. 2. There will be as many new faces in Wash- 
ington as there are old red-faced pollsters in Coventry. 


Of all the New Faces in Wasaington one 
inevitably will become-known as The Voice. 
The voice and the face will belong to Hu- 
bert Horatio Humphrey Jr., the Senator- 
elect from Minnesota. .tven before he takes 
the oath of office it seems safe to predict 
that 37-year-old Humphrey will be Young 
Eloquent of the coming Congress. A voice 
like Humphrey’s does not come often to 
Congress any more than a voice like En- 
rico Caruso’s is always to be had at the 
Met. -And Humphrey’s voice, like Caruso’s, 
is accompanied by a colorful personality. 

Humphrey, who. resigned as Mayor of 
Minneapolis to move to Washington (with 
his wife, four children and Sandy, their 
cocker spaniel) will be remembered as the 
daring young man who revolted against the 
platform committee’s majority report at the 
Democratic convention in Philadelphia last 
July and delivered a stirring oration in be- 
half of a minority report on civil rights. 
Humphrey’s eloquence led to adoption of 
the minority plank, and to a walkout by 
Mississippi and Alabama delegates. It also 
led to formation of the State’s Rights 
(Dixiecrat) ticket headed by Gov. J. Strom 
Thurmond of South Carolina. 

After the firework: that hot, muggy 
night in the Philadelphia convention hall, 
most political observers wouldn't have 
given a dime for President Truman’s 
chances, nor for Mayor Humphrey's eith- 
er. To them it seemed that Master 
Humphrey, in a bravado Spirit of “I'd 
rather be right than Harry be President” 
had thrown a monkey-wrench into the al- 
ready disorganized Democratic machine. 

But Horatio-at-the-bridge Humphrey, bat- 
tling the forces of bigotry, was even righter 
than perhaps he and Truman realized at the 
time. This was righteousness that paid off. 
The Dixiecrat secession proved less than 
fatal to the Democratic party. Truman, 
Humphrey and many other Democrats were 
swept into office. What the bold civil rights 
stand had cost the party in the South had 
been more than offset by the votes it at- 
tracted in the North, the East and the West. 


Never at Loss for a Word 


—or for Ten Thousand Words. 


That H. H. Humphrey was a stout-hearted 
fellow who would battle for his convictions 
was made clear at Philadelphia. Likewise 
unveiled for a national audience was one 
of the swiftest, most enchanting voices on 
the political concert atage. Nature gifted 
young Humphrey wth a superb larnyx, an 
agile mind and an inexhaustible supply of 
steam. Humphrey is never at a loss for a 
word, ncr for ten thousand words. Words 
cascade from his velvet tongue as ripples 
from a Niagara Falls. His_ rapid-fire, 
machine-gun delivery is the despair of short- 
hand reporters who try to keep up with him. 
Compared to tue facile Humphrey, the 
mumbo-jumbo tobacco auctioneers are 
tongue-tied yokels, and the Coney Island 
barkers are dumb klucks, indeed. When 
fairly warmed up, Humphrey spouts over 
250 words a minute, and large words at 


' that. 


When a man talks as rapidly and as in- 
cessantly as Humphrey does, the suspicion 
arises that he doesn’t make muca sense. In 
Humphrey’s case any such supicion is un- 
founded. His verbal percussion may be as 
overpowering as a Wagnerian opera, but 
scrutiny of his text will show the words are 
as good as the music. Just as some adults 
like to play the drums so does Humphrey 
like to talk, and he gets better all the time. 
Humphrey would rather talk than eat—and 
he occasionally went without eating in the 
not-too-distant days when he was working 
his way through college to acquire his mas- 
tery of the King’s English. 

This ambitious young Democrat, already 
mentioned by long-viewing cclumnists as a 
presidential possibility for 1952, patterned 
his spellbinding after chat of a Republican, 
Walter H. Judd, member of the House of 
Representatives from the Minneapolis dis- 
trict. It was Judd who placed the name of 
Harold E, Stassen in nominatio:. at the Re- 
publican convention in Philadelphia in the 
best forensic effort of that futile meeting, 
and the same Judd expects to nominate 
Stassen in '52, now that Tom Dewey has had 


enough.

[Atlantic Pact Would Unite 
ns and European Defenses

Atlantic the first peace-time defense bridge 
joining the Northern Hemisphere and West- 
ern Europe. This revolutionary instrument 
would authorize the United States to help 
democratic Europe rearm itself. The 
avowed purpose is to safeguard world peace 
b: 
power on the Continent. 

Tests of public sentiment and the pulse of 
Congress inspire the State Department to 
hope that delays enc@untered by the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program will not be repeated 
and that the pact will be ratified, with ade- 
quate appropriations, before the adjourn- 
ment of Congress on June 30. 

The Jesign is to create an Atlantic Alli- 
ance aS an expansion of the Western Euro- 
pean Union which was founded last March 


|17 at Brussels, Belgium, by Great Britain, 


France and the three Benelux countries— 
Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxembourg. 
Like the Western European Union, the pro- 
posed Atlantic Alliance would function as a 
regional organization under the Charter of 
the United Nations. 


For three months to come, it is estimated, 
the State Department will be occupied by 
four assignments, of which the last will be 
the actual drafting of the treaty. The first 
will be the conclusion of discussions with 
representatives of the five so-called “Brus- 
sels Powers,’’ which have now, in Washing- 
ton, entered upon their final stage. The 
second will be consultations with leaders of 
Congress regarding the sort of treaty pro- 
visions it woulda be likely to approve. The 
third task will be that of ‘‘sounding out” such 
additional countries as appear to be logical 
recruits for the Atlantic Alliance. 


Current Conversations Aim 
at Three Principal Decisions. 


During talks current in this city three 
principal decisions are aimed at—the mini- 
mum defense requirements of Western Eu- 
rope, the proportion which the participating 
countries undertake to supply on their own 
account, and the share which the United 
States will consent to defray. 


At this writing, all figures remain con- 
jectural. But the presampt-on is reason- 
able that Western Europe will d. mand for 
initial defense at least °° divisiors with 
modern equipment and jet-powered tacti- 
cal air support. In reserve, ready for 
shipment and action at short notice, the 
United States would be expected to main- 
tain an added 25 divisions out of its own 
rearmament resources, 


The European divisions would be manned 
by the various nations participating in the 
Atlantic Pact, but this country would fur- 
nish much of the equipment. The United 
States would, of course, man its own divi- 
sions held in reserve, in this country. At 
present, in the United States, only one and 
one-third divisions are equipped and ready 
for action, 

Estimates as to American costs for help- 
ing equip the European divisions range 


from one and a half to three billion dollars | 


for the first fiscal year. The amount, what- | 
ever it proves to be, would be superimposed 
upon ERP donations, this country’s multi- 
billion defense program and occupation ex- 
penses in Germany, Trieste, Japan and Korea.

Still in the field of surmise are also the 
countries which may be invited to enlist in 
the defense alliance, in addition to the Brus- 
sels Pact countries.

Norway, with its geographical position and 
border touching on that of the Soviet Union 
near Petsamo, gains further strategic value 
from its ownership of the commanding 
island of Spitzbergen. Greenland is a colony 
of Denmark. Portugal is not only a gateway 
to the Iberian Peninsula but possesses in the 
Azores an aerial stepping stone to Europe. 
We already have rights to the use of air- 
bases in Newfoundland, Greenland, Iceland, 
the Azores and England, as well as in Ger- 
many, Tripoli and Morocco. 


Under consideration for eventual member- 
ship are Italy and the prospective West 
German State. The former, a Mediterranean 
country, might draw in its wake Greece 
and Turkey. Should it be decided to arm 
democratic Germany, an effort would be 
made to placate France*.y granting her 
priorities of volume and .ime in the delivery 
of military furnishings, and by attempting 
secure precautions against any resurgence of 
the Teutonic peril, by continuing American 
control in Germany. 


Franco Spain Seems Certain 
to Be Excluded From New Pact. 


There have been suggestions that South 
Africa, New Zealand and Australia, as mem- 
bers of the British Commonwealth, might 
desire to stand beside the mother country 
and Canada in the proposed union. Thanks 
to the regional defensc ract concluded at 
Rio de Janeiro, the United Stetes in case of 
need would be assured of Latin-American 
support.

Rio Pact May Suggest 
Formula for Atlantic Pact. 


But the gulf may not ‘e so wide as it 
appears. The .Rio pact stipulated without 
compromise that “an armed attack by any 
state against an American state shall be 
considered as an attack against all the 
American states.” 

This, in fact, -cuggests a likely formula 
for the Atlantic Alliance. If these Rio Pro- 
visions are incorporated in the Atlantic 
Alliance treaty now being readied, an at- 
tack by an aggressor upon West Germany 
or Denmark would be interpreted as an 
attack upon the United States, This coun- 
try, however, would remain free to decide 
what it proposed to do, and Congress 
would preserve its exclus:ve power to de- 
clare war. 

But aggression against France or Belgium, 
for example, would almost automatically 
involve American occupation troops. Under 
the usual course of things, the proposed 
Alliance would have a defense council and 
a board of chiefs of staffs. There would be 
the customary secret agreements on such 
matters as a joint strategy ard co-ordinated 
use of troops. 
| Already the Brussels Pact countries—offi- 
cially the Western European Union—have 
chosen a committee of commanders-in-chief, 
with Field Marshal Sir Bernard Montgomery 
as chairman. This appointment is consid- 
ered somewhat temporary; when the present 
Western European Union is expanded to be- 
come the Atlantic Alliance, American leader- 
ship is expected to be asserted, and may 
well include an American chairman of the 
committee of commanders-in-chief, 


Intended as an Assurance 
of Continued World Peace. 


Thus material measures, as well as moral 
obligations, would tend to bring the United 
States into war if any member cf the Atlan- 
tic Alliance were placed under attack. 

Yet the proposed federation is offered 
in sincerity as insurance for peace. The 
last war left a military vacuum in Western 
Europe and in the United States, 7o: that 
matter. Such a void is abhorred by poli- 
tics as well as nature. It constitutes a 
perpetual temptation to aggressors. The 
United States is asked to destroy that 
temptation by filling up the vacuum with 
arms. 

Two world wars have occurred because 
“German leaders were convinced the West 
would not fight. Today it is resolved that 
the Soviet Union shall have no such illu- 
sions. The Kremlin has been assured re- 
peatedly that if it wants the Western allies 
to quit Berlin, it will have *~ shoot them 
out. Similarly, the Atlantic Alliance may

Not Quite Good. Enough

_ plan, the agency is to “promote” voluntary 


health insurance. 

This will be worth watching because, while 
the A.M.A. House of Delegates at its recent St. 
Louis meeting approved voluntary insurance in 
principle, it severely rebuked those who are 
working hardest to make it available on a na- 
tional basis. 

The Associated Medical Care Plans, an agency 
created by the A.M.A. only two years ago, sought 
the association's support for a stock insurance 
company which would make Blue Cross hospi- 
talization and Blue Shield medical care insur- 
ance available throughout the United States. 
The proposal was not only turned down, but its 
sponsors were told to leave policy-making and 
contract-writing in local hands. 

Such local groups have done a great deal, 
especially in the last two decades, to ease the 
burden of the high cost of medical care. This 
is freely and generously conceded in the Ewing 
Report which is the basis for President Truman’s 
proposal. It is doubtful, however, whether they 
alone can ever do more than make it easier for 
some people to meet their medical bills. It is 
hard to see how they can ever guarantee that 
all individuals regardless of means and of where 
they live, will have full care. 

Because they operate on a flat fee premium 
basis, most of ‘these insurance groups are able 
to give their subscribers only specified cash pay- 
ments. Most hospitalization plans have a limit 
on the number of days which may be spent in 
a hospital, and a ceiling on the cost per day. 
Most medical care plans are confined to care 
given by a doctor in a hospital. There are lim- 
its on how much will be paid toward the cost of 
a given operation. Further, the more lengthy 
mental diseases and 
tuberculosis, for example—are not covered. 

Non-profit setups, such as those sponsored by 
co-operatives, industries and labor unions, gen- 
erally offer more benefits than do straight 
commercial insurance policies. But they must 
keep charges down to what their subscribers can 

fford to pay. So coverage is highest in states 
in which the population is dense and the per 
capita income high. Massachusetts with a per 
capita income of more than $1300 a year has 
41 per cent coverage, but South Carolina with a 
per capita income of $700 has only 1.5 per cent 
of its people enrolled. 

Where the coverage is greatest, these plans 
make a real contribution to the maintenance of 
medical facilities. They take a good deal of 
economic uncertainty out of the lives of doctors 
and, hospital administrators. But it is significant 
that only two states have better than 50 per cent 
coverage: Rhode Island with 67.4 per cent and 
Delaware with 50.4 per cent. At the other end 
of the list, nine states—Florida, Oregon, Texas, 
Washington, Georgia, New Mexico, South Caro- 
lina, Mississippi and Arkansas—have less than 
5 per cent coverage. 

There can be much argument as to how many 
families can afford fees which would provide all 
needed services. Probably none with incomes 
of $2000 a year or less And there are 40,000,- 
000 people in that bracket in the United States. 
In 1945, no less than 70 per cent of American 
farm families had cash incomes under $2000 a 
year; 42 per cent took in less than $1000. Price 
increases since then probably have improved 
these figures. Nevertheless, they do show how 
difficult it is for voluntary health insurance 
plans, no matter how well-intended, to meet 
the problem of adequate medical care. 

Will the A.M.A. propagandists be frank enough 
to admit this? 
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Conviction by Hearsay 

The sentencing of a Mississippian to five years 
in prison on a charge of miscegenation is shock- 
ing to the sense of justice. Apparently the case 
was based entirely on hearsay—the sort of hear- 
say that might be leveled against anyone. So 
32-year-old Davis Knight of Ellisville is sent to 
the penitentiary for marrying a white woman 
in April, 1946. 

Testimony against him traced his ancestry 
back to persons “alleged” to be or “regarded” 
as being Negroes or part»Negroes but the United 
Press account does not report a single shred of 
evidence better than this stuff of hearsay. Some 
of the vague testimony went as far back as the 
Civil War. 

How, indeed, is Negro ancestry to be proved 
in all cases, so surely as to meet the ends of 
justice? Some whites are darker in complexion 
than some Negroes, and some Negroes of whiter 
complexion than some whites. What other evi- 
dence is there to go on in these many cases in 
which there is scientifically no other evidence 
—only hearsay? 

The incident recalls a rumor that swept the 
country just before Warren Harding was elected 
President in 1920, namely, that he had Negro 
bloed. An investigation subsequently conducted 
was inconclusive. It did not establish that Hard- 
ing had a Negro ancestor; but the inquiry was 
unable to bridge all the gaps in his family tree. 
No doubt the person or persons who started the 
rumor lacked any proof, but merely were ac- 
tuated by a vicious political motive..

Human Rights, Russia Dissenting 

UN’s Declaration of Human Rights isolates 
Russia, as nothing else. has ever done, from the 
opinion of the vast majority of the nations of 
the world about what: is right, what is humane, 
what is decent. | ee 

Or more truly, Russia has isolated itself from 
world opinion, with only South Africa and Saudi 
Arabia joining it in a nay vote, and Honduras 
and Yemen recorded as absent. 

Russia has consistently tried to mask its ugly 
acts’ with protestations of virtue. It has called 
its rigged polls “free elections,” its dictatorship 
“democracy.” In its opposition to the Declara- 
tion of Human Rights it has let down the mask. 

“No one shall be held in siavery,” says the 
United Nations. Russia’s slaves are estimated 
at 13,000,000 by Secretary of the Army Royall. 

“No one shall be subjected to .torture or to 
cruel, inhuman, or degrading treatment or pun- 
ishment,” says the United Nations. A dispatch 
from Frankfurt says that to stop desertions from 
the Soviet Army, Russia had warned that wives 
and families would be made to suffer for every 
man who fled the Soviet Union. 

“No one shall be subjected to arbitrary arrest, 


detention, or exile,” says the United Nations. A, 


Korean who defied the dangers of mountain 
passes in winter, and the peril of bandits, to 
bring his family from the Russian to the Ameri- 
can zone, answered why he did it: “It was not 
possible to bear the shame of living in a place 


where men disappeared by night and no one . 


might ask why or where they had gone.” 

And so on through all these articles of funda- 
mental decencies of man toward man, Russia 
is on one side and almost all the rest of the 
civilized world on the other. The United Nations 
stands for the freedoms of thought and assem- 


. bly and expression; RuSsia stands against them. 


The United Nations stands for education of the 
kind that will promote “understanding, toler- 
ance and friendship among all nations;” Russia 
stands for the kind of “education” that will en- 


gender fear and hatred of capitalist and demo- 


cratic countries. 

In addition to the visible Declaration of Human 
Rights to which the nations of the world have 
subscribed, there is a shadow document, in 
which all the values are reversed. “No one shall 
be free from arbitrary arrest.” “Anyone may 
be held in slavery.” “Anyone may be subjected 
to torture.” This is the Declaration of Human 
Rights as conceived by the masters of the Soviet 
Union, and as acted upon by them in every 
country where they are the masters, and as now 
asserted by them to the world. .

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A Thousand Miles Wide 


It has often been said that the Mississippi is 
a thousand miles wide at St. Louis.

Fortunately, this condition is being remedied by 
the bi-state commission appointed by the Gov- 
ernors of Missouri and Illinois under laws en- 
acted by the state legislatures. It is now pro- 
posed that this commission, instead of being 
merely a study group, be made permanent, with 
powers similar to those of the very successful 
New York Port Authority. This is all to the 
good. In matters of roads, bridges, airports, 
recreation and conservation facilities, among oth- 
ers, such a body could be of vital usefulness.

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A Musty Report From the CAB 

One year and two months after the Bermuda 
Sky’Queen made a forced landing with 69 per- 
sons aboard in the rough waters of the North 
Atlantic, the Civil Aeronautics Board finally 
renders its official report on the accident. The 
ditching, the dramatic rescue of all aboard dur- 
ing 24 hours of stormy weather, and the follow- 
up stories made front page news for several 
days. But the final report, made stale .by time, 
was buried inside most newspapers. 

The findings officially announced by the CAB 
last week had been charged—and supported with 
strong evidence—during the week the accident 
occurred. The Bermuda Queen, a chartered fly- 
ing boat, ran into trouble because: It was hours 
short of sufficient gasoline to carry it to its des- 
tination on the Newfoundland coast. The crew 
failed to use available weather data to make a 
correct determination of speed and position. 
There also was an astounding overload of 5000 
pounds. 

With all these facts practically self-evident 
immediately after the accident, it is indeed odd 
that the CAB.should require 14 months to make 
them official. Had these rather obvious find- 
ings been confirmed officially in short order, 
their salutary effect, and the public’s respect for 
the CAB, certainly would be much greater. 
Incidentally, the CAB still has a couple of other 
major air accidents to report on one of these 
days: the destruction last Aughst in a Minnesota 
windstorm of an airliner that carried all 37 per- 
sons aboard to death, and the crash of another 
in Pennsylvania last June that killed all 41 
aboard.

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France Will Not Fail

All cities show you what you look for 
and give what you ask for, but few offer 
such a contrast as the Paris of the United 
Nations Assembly and Paris, France. The 
grande dame who puts on her jewels on 
Sunday nights, illuminating her great mon- 
uments and hanging necklaces of light 
around her incomparable grandes places, 
is nothing like the, shabby old woman of 
the back streets, sharp-tongued mother of

days. Mauriac protested that the Observer 
was reproaching the battlefield for being 
ravaged by the combatants, 

“Why do the Soviets choose France for 
their battle against the Marshall plan?” 
he went on. “Be sure that they could have 
struck at any other point of the planet if 
the choice had not been fixed in advance 
by history and geography on that narrow 


space from the Mediterranean and the’ 


Pyrenees to the North Sea, from the Atlan- 
tic to the Alps and the Rhine, where lives 
and suffers for so many centuries an irri- 
tating and incomprehensible racé which 
troubles the world more when it is feeble 
than when it triumphs and which you 
cannot pardon for being neither ruined nor 
powerful.” 

This expresses the emotional reaction of 
non-Communist France to complaints that 
a nation-incapable of putting its own 
house in order cannot expect to exert the 
influence France demands in the world. 


A Complex of Fears 


Yet when the French say, “Give us 20 
years of peace and we will show you!” 
they confess that they cannot recover by 
their own efforts. It is because they have 
to go along with the United States and 
Britain in Germany that their protests are 
so bitter. It is because internationaliza- 
tion of the Ruhr would logically bring 
Russia into the joint control that they are 
torn by conflicting fears. | 

France, indeed, is a complex of fears. 
European Recovery Program officials com- 
plain. that France cannot think in terms of 
Europe or realize that her own safety de- 
pends on continental stability. 

The truth is that the political leaders 


cannot lead, not from lack of ability—the 
Schuman Government included some of 
the most competent men in the country 
and in the present Cabinet both Schuman 


and Jules Moch are strong and respected 


Ministers—but from lack of a coherent 
following. 

In the past fortnight I have’ talked to 
Frenchmen and French women of all 
opinions and classes. The plumber is no 
more dissatisfied than the owner of a great 
steel plant in Lorraine. A professor’s wife 
has a harder time making ends meet than 
a seamstress with two children to support. 

Farmers and middlemen are better off 
than any other group, but while the 
peasant is supposed to be the backbone 
of the nation, he cannot be induced, and 
so far has not been forced, to pay his share 
of taxes. The world’s most persistent 
“anti,” he has no faith in politicians; 
listening to the French talk, you would 
conclude that her citizens have no faith in 
France. 


Communism Wanes 


You would be wrong. There is another 
side of the picture. French virtues are as 
stubborn as French faults. If you go deep 
enough you will strike the hidden reservoir 
of courage, hope, pertinacity and adapta- 
bility that have made France great. 

Children, for instance, are more numer- 
ous than for 100 years. Despite the tuber- 
culosis among the very poor, owing to mal- 
nutrition and overcrowding, they are on 
the whole healthier. Youth in general is 
more robust and independent. The stu- 
dents who marched from the Left Bank 
toward the Arc de Triomphe on Armistice 
day, ready for a fight with the Commvu- 
nists, were very different from the pale, 
bookish types of prewar days, They were 
as muscular, energetic and noisy as an 
American football team. 

The spell of Communism is diminishing, 
particularly among the young. Comrade- 
ship in the Resistance Movement created 
a romantic feeling for the “second revolu- 
tion,” but the subservience of the French 
Communist party to Moscow has strained 
or killed this sentiment. 

It is highly significant that the Govern- 
ment, condemned on all sides for feeble- 
ness, has so far proved stronger than the 
best-organized Communist party outside 
Russia. 


“We Are French!” 


Most of the old “two hundred families” 
are decimated, but a young survivor of one 
of the great industrial clans, himself the 
manager of a large plant, testifies that a 
new kind of labor-management relation- 
ship is beginning to develop. “Our work- 
ers are learning the hard way, and so 
are we,” he said, “You hear much about 
the hard core of Communists that Russia 
depends on. Look around and you will 
discover the hard core of Frenchness that 
the West can depend on.” 

Expressed differently I heard the same 
sentiment from a bank clerk, a nurse, a 
news vender and a policeman. “We are 
French, Madame,” they declared with a 
kind of shivering pride.

Adoption of Genocide 
By U.N. a Victory for 15-Year 
Crusade by Dr. Raphael Lemkin 


Polish-Born Jew, Now an American and Yale 
Professor, Was Laughed At When He 
First Made Proposal in 1933, but Refused 
to Give Up—Details of His Struggle.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18. 
KNIGHT-ERRANT in the century of atomic fission, Dr. Raphael 
Lemkin, of the legal faculty of Yale University, has at last 
plucked victory from a 15-year crusade of poverty, ill health, 
ridicule and defeat, A few days ago (Dec. 9), in Paris, the General 
Assembly of the United Nations unanimously adopted a world-wide 
convention outlawing racial, religious or political mass murder. 
Lemkin was author of the conception and coined what is now the 
official name for the crime—‘“genocide,” which be created from 

Greek and Latin roots meaning “race-killing.”

At the age of 48, Lemkin is 
credited with being the only man 
of our time to have brought about 
single-handed a revolution in in- 
ternational law. His mission be- 
gan in October 1933. at Madrid, 
where he was Poland’s delegate 
to a meeting of the International 
Bureau for the Unification of 
Criminal Law, a subsidiary of the 
League of Nations. To this body 
he offered the ee penis: 
first genocide ~ 
proposal in his- ~ 
tory, though by 
then he had 
found no _ better 
name for it than 
“crime of bar- 
barity.” 

A Jew born in 
Poland, Lemkin 
is now a nat- |; 
uralized Ameri- 
can. His first 
glimpse of the. 
notion of geno- 
cide was caught 
as a hoy of 15 
from news of a 
Turkish slaugh- 
ter of the Ar- 
menians. Even 
then he _ recog- 
nized this crime 
as a racial mas- 
sacre. When the 
Nazis came to 
power, he was 
convincedby . 
Adolf Hitler's 
“Mein Kampf” that they would 
visit parallel outrages upon the 
Jews. The resolution which he in- 
troduced at Madrid was an at- 
tempt to forestall such a tragedy. 


Germans Took Lead. 


Resolution and author were 
roared down with howls of deri- 
sion, in which German delegates 
took the lead. On returning home, 
Lemkin was summoned before the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Jos- 
eph Beck, who denounced him for 
“insulting our German friends. 
He was not dismissed from bis 
post as Attorney General of War- 
saw, but official life was made so 
difficult that Lemkin was com- 
pelled to resign a year later. 

He set up a private practice in 
Warsaw and was soon on the 
way to earning 4 fortune and 
creating one of the Continent’s 
great law offices. Among his 
clients were some of the biggest 
corporations in Europe. But Hit- 
ler struck .on Sept. 1, 1939. 

Warsaw "was eating rats and 
mice when Lemkin, one of its 
defenders, was struck by & bul- 
let which perforated his right leg, 
near the hip. No stretcher could 
be found.

His Visit Recalled.

| Reading and Writing

HE gift of a book often car- 
Tres with it the undisclosed 

prejudices of the giver. If 
they happen to coincide with 
those of the recipient all is well 
end two persons may feel that 
the pleasure of each has been 
enhanced by a shared experi- 
ence. But who can foresee what 
the effect of some moral judg- 
ment, hidden perhaps in an in- 
cidental line of dialogue, may 
be? If touched on the raw the 
reader may regard it as a per- 
sonal criticism and his resent- 
ment will be directed not only 
at the author but at the unthink- 
ing donor as well. 

There are no records of his- 
torical friendships shattered by 
the gift of a book but the pos- 
sibilities of misunderstanding 
should be clear. And when A 
advises B what books he should 
give to C the element of risk 
increases geometrically. 

For these reasons I must 
specifically disavow any inten- 
tion of turning this column into 
a handy reference for last minute 
Christmas shoppers. It is the 
season for gifts ‘but is also the 
end of the year and an appropri- 
ate time for the casting of a 
backward glance at what the 
publishing industry has offered 
the public in the category of fic- 
tion. The field is narrow and I 
must narrow it still further by 
confining my remarks to works 
that I know at first hand. So 
what it gets down to is a brief 
thumbing over of five English 
language novels, published in 
1948, which I believe will have 
more than an ordinary resist- 
ance to the liquidating effects of 
- time, 

Of the authors represented it 
is a little surprising that four of 
the five should be Americans. I 
say this because it is my general 
impression fhat contemporary 
English craftsmanship is super- 
ior to that of American writing 
and that English novels connote 
a more thoroughly assimilated 
experience of life. If my list 
were sufficiently representative 
it could be taken to mean that 
American writers, if less culti- 
vated in their art, are more vital. 
At least it is a slight indicator 
in that direction which will be 
worth following up. As for for- 
eign language novels available in 
translation, Thomas  Mann’s 
“Doctor Faustus’’ is a command- 
ing work with a philosophical 
depth that no contemporary 
American can sound. Aside from 
this, however, the European out- 
put for the year has not been 
overpowering.

Things are different up in West- 
chester county, hut this. doesn’t 
prevent Smith from trying to 
make his material conform to his 
special style. 


He does his best to surround 
the people and things of West- 
chester county with the aura of 
zaniness, but no matter how 
hard he tries, their sedate, re- 
spectable dullness keeps showing 
through. There is a man who 
keeps saying, “In flew a dead 
duck” and a woman who feeds 
yeast and vitamin tablets to her 
pet bacteria, but they fail to 
arouse much enthusiasm. With 
respectability comes a_ certain 
mellowness, and a tendency to 
philosophize. And with respect- 
ability comes also respectability. 
There is hardly a dirty word or 
double meaning phrase to be 
found in this book, which merely 
goes to show that you can’t have 
things both ways. 

The book is written in what 
Smith calls a new style: “The 
false telescoping true flashback.” 
But about the only difference 
we could see in this and his 
previous books is that now he 
has given his unique method of 
presentation a name. I won’t 
say I couldn’t put the book 
down, but I will say that I didn’t. 
I will also say that there are 
some belly-laughs scattered 
through the book, but for my 
part I am ready to head a move- 
ment among H. Allen Smith fans 
to get Smith out of Westchester 
county and back in the gin mills 
where he belongs.

YEAR-ROUND home for San- 

ta Claus was officially opened 

here the other day by an en- 
thusiastic crowd of 20,000 of San- 
ta’s constituents, both young and 
old. . 

This village of 1200 persons six 
Short months ago was on its up- 
pers. It is a one-industry town 
and that one industry—a cotton 
duck plant, which had been here 
almost 200 years—decided to shut 
up shop. 

But now, thanks to the grand 
scheme of a wealthy Christmas 
tree ornament maker, it bids fair 
to becoming a national drawing 
card for millions of tourists, 


Harry H. Heim is a 64-year-old 
business man who knows how to 
turn a dream into a practical, 
commercially solid reality. Ten 
years ago when 10 cents stores 
found that wars had slowed their 
supplies of tree ornaments from 
Germany and Japan, Heim ap- 
proached them with plans for 
American production of the holi- 
day necessities. The plans clicked 
and Heim began dreaming of set- 
ting up an entire town devoted to 
Christmas spirit on an all-year 
basis. - 

He thought of re-creating the 
favorite nursery rhyme figures in 
large wooden cutouts, of hiring a 
circus with animals ‘and clowns, 
of setting up a toy train which 
would chug through the town 
with children on board, and of 
erecting a hotel dt which the 
children and their parents could 
stay. 

Along with this, he hoped to 
attract national toy firms to set 
up plants and to build homes for 
employes of these companies— 
this was the solid side of the 
dream. 


Last summer, a Baltimore real 
estate man came to him and told 
Him of Savage, a secluded hamlet 
located ‘just a mile off the busy 
boulevard connecting Washington 
and Baltimore, which was up for 
sale—plant, homes, streets and 
sidewalks, plus several hundred 
acres of land, 

Heim made a successful bid of 
$450,000 for the town—lock, stock 
and: barrel—and in August an-

Heim chartered two special 
trains to carry 2000 youngsters 
and their parents from Washing-

1000 from Baltimore for the open- 
ing day. In addition, 5000 private 
cars poured an estimated 17,000 
into the out of the way hamlet.

Governor William Preston ee 
and Representative Lansdale 
Sasscer (Dem.), Maryland, ae 
spoke in a brief ceremony opening 
Santa Heim. Lane congratulated 
Heim for establishing a perma- 
nent home for Santa Claus “right 
here in Maryland.” 

Heini, in his talk, thanked the 
crowds for joining in the “town- 
warming” and emphasized that he 
had only started in his’plans.

ored bulbs festooned from one end 
of. the town to the other were 
lit up. 

Reaction to the day’s events 
ranged from pure enthusiasm to 
a comment by one woman that 
this was the first time she felt 
“like shooting Santa Claus.” Her 
complaint was that the project 
was a “commercial money-making 
scheme” and was no different than 
a country fair, except that it was 
bigger. 
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‘ HE specifically objected to the 
charging of admissions to sev- 
veral attractions and the fail- 
ure of the town officials to ar- 
range for the traditional private 
interviews between her youngsters 
and Santa Claus. 

The object of her complaint, 
Harry Heim, has an eye for the 
commercial possibilities of his 
scheme, but denied any attempt 
to make profit at the opening. 
He pointed out that the charter- 
ing of the trains ran to $6000 and 
the cost of talent plus other ex- 
penses raised the opening-day costs 
to past $10,000. This, of course, 
does not include the amounts 
spent in preparing exhibits, 

Heim’s personality is stamped 
all over the community. He owns 
the electric power supply, water 
supply and sewage disposal facili- 
ties, in addition to the only indus- 
try in the community. His enthu- 
siastic plans for creating an. arti- 
ficial lake with a high waterfall, 
as well as other scenic spots, has 


captured the imagination of the 
town residents. 

In addition, as rapidly as he can 
renovate the antiquated, insect- 
infested homes, he is selling or 
renting them to his workers from 
Baltimore, who now commute in 
chartered busses. Many of the 
homes have been painted in gay 
colors with the Christmas tree 
motifs in the shutters. 

Heim’s plant employs 400 work- 
ers, The factory, located on 235,000 
square feet, is the center of a 500- 
acre tract, all belonging to Heim. 
If the town becomes a showplace, 
attracting many persons bound for 
the nation’s capital, this land will 
undoubtedly zoom in value, 


The Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, which has a mile long spur 
stretching from the town to its 
main line, has already prepared a 
statement to lure new industry to 
Santa Heim. This reads, in part: 

“Prospects for further industrial 
development at Savage (Santa 
Heim), Md., particularly along the 
Washington boulevard, seem ex- 
cellent.” 


The line then points out that 
“adequate sites are available” with 
direct rail service and “obvious 
advertising advantages,” 


Then, obviously concerned for 
the safety of the beloved Christ- 
mas figure, Santa Claus, as well 
as industry, the statement em- 
phasizes: 

“This area meets the recom- 
mendations of the National Secur- 
ity Resources Board from the 
standpoint of strategic vulnerabil- 
ity in this Atomic Age.”

The Eager Hunters # 
Bagged Nary a Deer

Brome and early on the morning preceding the deer season, 


oung Fred and his friend Ray Housman and I loaded 
our car with guns and gear, ready to head south into the 
containing blankets and down 


timber. There were bed rolls 
quilts for cold weather 
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camping, duffel bags with — 


changes of clothes in case 
of bad weather, cameras and 


field glasses, and the grub _ 


box and cook kit which 
Mama had carefully assem- 
bled. 

Off to a good start, we 
drove down Highway 721 
toward Van Buren in Carter 
county. Along the way we 
saw ample evidence of other 
hunters heading toward the 
deer woods — cars loaded 
with red-capped passengers 
and piles of duffel. 

Our own starting point 
was the Rose Cliff Hotel at 
Van Buren where I'd made 
arrangements with Ben 


Davis to line up a likely 


, @ampsite for us. This he had 
done in fine shape, having made arrangement for us to occupy 
an old cabin on Current river some four miles below Big 
Spring State Park and in an area where many good bucks 
were taken last season.

@ WHILE TALKING TO BEN WE WERE joined by Red 
Koester who was raised in the country where we were to hunt 
and who gave us valuable information on the crossings which 
have long been used by the deer in that area. So after an 
early dinner. we headed out through the park and on down 
the county road to our camp at the foot ef Elm Spring Hollow. 

We found the cabin without difficulty, for houses in that 
section are few and far between. Ray Lewis, who farms the 
big Chilton Bottom across the river, was waiting to greet us. 
We wouldn’t find the cabin very fancy, he said, but he and 
Leroy had set up a stove inside and stacked a supply of 
wood on the porch. 

We told him that this was camping de luxe, and then 
checked further on the best way to hunt the surrounding . 
territory. The best bet, he agreed, was to hunt the first big 
ridge heading out to the right from the Elm Spring clearing, 
sO as s0on as we'd unloaded our gear, we set out to explore 
the country,

Somewhat to our dismay we found a big camp set 
far back in the hollow, just where any deer working in 
from ranges to the east would have to cross. But the 
mountain itself seemed wild enough and we pushed 
up the ridge to find the crossing. Elm Spring Hollow 
ran in a lorig sweeping curve to southwestward, flanked 
on either side by high ranges and finally ending at 
Shirt Tail Crossing where these ridges meet. 
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@ BUT ALONG THE CREST OF OUR RIDGE were several - 


“saddles” or low gaps, each with its appropriate name. Our 
objective was “The Sink-hole,” where several hollows or draws 
running ‘up each sidé of the ridge all came together. The 
spot was a natural—and close examination of the surrounding 
woodland showed plenty of deer sign. 

_ Here the Ozark rose, huckleberry, New Jersey tea and 
other shrubs showed heavy browsing, while young pines were 
rubbed clean of bark by bucks scraping the velvet from their 
antlers. . 

Having located the stand-for our first morning’s hunt 
we hurried back to camp, determined to be on the ground 
before daylight since it was clear there would be plenty of 
competition for the likely crossings.

@ BACK AT OUR CABIN WE STARTED the cooking fire 
outside and were altogether disgusted to hear our friends 
up the hollow begin to sight in their high-powered rifles by 
shooting at trees or other handy targets, Soon the heavy gun- 
fire was taken up by other hunters camped between our site 
and the park—and by still others on higher ground to the 
north and east of us. 

I expect this would have been the time to pack up and 
move out of this hunting territory, for the heavy calibered 
guns sent the echoes rolling back and forth along the ridges, 
putting every buck for miles around on the alert and sending 
them into the “red brush,” as natives call the post oak scrub, 
to hide until the last man left those hills. 

But by now the coffee pot was at the boil, dusk was 
falling and Verne Russell, whose house was a mile below us 
on the river, dropped in for a visit. So we ended up by frying 
a chicken for supper, cleaning camp and spreading our bed- 
rolls on the cabin floor beside the stove. Mice came out of 
the walls by dozens to entertain us, but didn’t bother our 


sleeping.

We were up long before daylight, had breakfast 
out of the way, piled on all the clothes we could carry, 
and were headed up the mountain before our neighbors 
in the hollow showed a light. Nor could we help but 
brag a bit on our woodscraft when a 40-minute hike 
through the brush brought us out at “Sink-hole 
Crossing.”

@ WE PICKED OUR STANDS, made ourselves as comfortable 
as possible in the bitter cold, and waited for daylight. But the 
sun rose—and there was a flurry of firing away to the east 
and south—and no bucks came our way. Now and then some 
hunter worked his way along the ridge, but all had the same 
report—no deer. 

Along about noon, a doe came up the draw where Fred 
was posted, paused to examine him carefully, then went at 
leisurely pace through the crossing to stop and peer for a 
moment at Ray before dropping down the other side of 
the ridge. 

So it went the whole day through—and by now we were 
pretty well convinced that the campers in Elm Spring Hollow, 
between being right in the pathway of deer moving in from 
surrounding ridges and their heavy artillery fire of the evening 
before, had “spooked” the deer out of our territory.

This is the first of two articles 
on assorted mobsters, taken 
from the new book, “The Taz 
Dodgers,” published by Green 
berg of New York. Copyright 
1948. 

HE deeds of a few assorted 
mobsters deserve some recog- 
nition. In some cases because 
they are typical of what a man 


can do with a gun and no con- 
science, in other instances because 
they show the link between thug 
and politician. 

Murray Humphreys could be 
Rocco de Grazio; Billy Skidmore 
might be Moe Rosenberg. There 


are hundreds of tough trigger- 
men around the country cut from 
Humphreys’s pattern. No city 
seems complete without its polit- 
ical fixers like Skidmore. “Big 
Bill” Johnson and the Jones broth- 
ers are typical of the nation’s 
gamblers. Johnson had his high- 
rolling dice tables, his glittering 
roulette wheels. The Jones boys 
made «theirs’*in pennies filched 
from the hungry. Tom Maloy is 
discussed as a case history of a 
labor racketeer. 

Steve Sumner, secretary of the 
Chicago Milk Drivers Union, was 
91° and therefore somewhat old- 
fashioned. So old-fashioned that 
he thought kidnaping should be 
punished, He tried talking the 
kidnapee, Robert G. Fitchie, presi- 
dent of the union, into this but 
got nowhere. He then appealed 
to the law and was patted on his 
ancient head and sent about his 
business by a Chicago municipal 
tourt judge. , 

News of Sumner’s frustration 
got around Chicago in 1932 and 
was undoubtedly a gource of some 
general amusement Because the 
cleaning and dyeing industry was 
writhing in an orgy of acid-throw- 
ing, murder and. mayhem, and the 
Intelligence Unit was interested in 
its affairs, news of Sumner’s frus- 
tration was received in our Chi- 
cago office with great interest. 
Nels Tessem, a brilliant special 
agent attached to the Chicago of- 
fice, went to see Sumner. 

“T hear your boss Fitchie was 
kidnaped and it cost $50,000 to get 
him back,” Tessem said to Sum- 
n 


er. 
“That’s right. -And The Camel 
did it.” 

“Murray Humphreys?” 

“Yeah, Humphreys. The Camel.” 

“Tell me about it, Steve.” 

Steve then’ indignantly un- 
folded a story that was becoming 
all too commonh wherever gang- 
sters operated. It was another 
“snatch.” The Camel had walked 
into Fitchie’s office accompanied 
by “Three-Fingered” Jack White 
and George “Red” Barker. Hum- 
phreys, White and Barker were 
three of the roughest hoodlums 
in Chicago. White and Barker 
were merely tough. Humphreys 
was tougher and smart. Hum- 
phreys had an offer for Fitchie: 
“We're taking over your union. 
We'll probably give you. $50,000 
when we get in, but anyhow we're 
taking over.” 

x *« * 
ITCHIE, despite his 65 years, 
I had the courage to refuse and 
show his callers out. Fitchie 
quickly told Sumner and the two 
old men barricaded their offices 
and got in a supply of artillery. 
Whether they brought in some- 
body to use the artillery is un- 
known. But the two men weré 
determined td keep their union, 
which had, -among other assets, 

$750,000 in the bank. 

A few weeks later—Dec. 21, 1931 
—Fitchie was putting his car in 
the garage when he was kidnaped. 
The kidnapers blindfolded Fitchie 
and rode him arounéi Chicago for 
an hour and a half, When he 
became il] under the strain, they 
took him to a building to rest and 
to write a few notes to Sumner 
requesting $50,000. 

Sumner got the notes and he 
also got a telephone call. He pro- 
longed the call as long as possible 
so that he would always remem- 
ber the voice of the man on the 
other end of the line. 

Sumner followed instructions 
which told him to drive to Mc- 
Kinley High Schoo] on the Near 
West Side of Chicago. He was to 
park his car with one front door 
unlocked and to have the $50,000 
on the front seat. Sumner saw 
three cars parked across the street 
from the rendezvous point as he 
climbed out of his own automo- 
bile. Sumner lost himself among 
the school] children who were be- 
ing dismissed at the time and 
watched four men leave the three 
parked cars. Two men stopped 
in the middle of the street and 
two approached the car. One 
opened the unlocked door and the 
other took the money from the 
seat. Sumner studied these two 
so thoroughly that he knew he 
would never forget their faces. 

When Fitchie was released he 
told Sumner his blindfold made it 
impossible for him to identify all 
his kidnapers and the man he 
had seen while writing the note 
was a stranger. He was pretty 
sure Humphreys had done the kid- 
naping but, “What the hell differ- 
ence does it make? I can’t prove 
it and I wouldn’t if I could. I’4 
get murdered.” 

Evidently murder doesn’t hold 
any particular terror for a man 
over 90, so Sumner bided his time. 
He .had his worst suspicions con- 
firmed when the papers paid honor 
to Red Barker by printing his 
picture over an announcement that 
his bulilet-riddled body had been 
picked up ina dump. “That's the 
man who opened the car door,” 
Sumner said when he saw the 
picture. ~

T the age of 18 he was convict- 
re on a pétty-larceny charge 

and sent to the House of Cor- 
rection for six months. <Aepretty 
stiff sentence for an 18-year-old 
first offender. In 1928, when 
Humphreys was 30 and a fairly 
large distributing-bootlegger, he 
beat up a recalcitrant saloonkeep- 
er and was fined $25 on a dis- 
orderly conduct charge. The next 
year he was caught perpetrating 
armed robbery. There is no rec- 
ard of any court action, much less 
any punishment. The boy had 
arrived! In March of 1930 he 
was caught carrying a gun. He 
offered the arresting officer a 
bribe of $1000 pointing out, “You 
can probably tse this,” which was 
quite true as the city of Chicago 
was unable to pay its civil serv- 
ants at the time. But the officer 
was honest and, wonder of won- 
ders, Humphreys was indicted on 
a gun-toting charge. 

The indictment was to be tried 
in the Criminal Court but the 
State’s Attorney filed a _ direct 
complaint in the Municipal Court, 
@ most uncommon practice, The 
Municipal Court judge  nolle 
prossed the case. Then Hum- 
phreys appeared in Criminal Court 
to answer the indictment and his 
lawyer happily reminded the court 
about a little matter known as 


- double jeopardy. The court was 


helpless and freed Humphreys but 
not before accusing the State’s 
Attorney’s office of “bungling.” 

Bootlegging was Humphreys’s 
main source of income, although 
he filled out his bank account 
with an occasional snatch such 
as the one he put on a fellow boot- 
Gordon 
paid $5090 in cash for his freedom 
and gave Humphreys a half-in- 
terest in his business. 

Early in 1929 Humphreys muscled 
into the dry-cleaning industry, 
Price wars and labor trouble had 
the wholesale dry cleaners frantic. 
Doc Ginsberg, an ex-dentist and 
practicing thug who had gone into 
dry cleaning, called a meeting of 
the six big wholesalers and sug- 
gested that Humphreys was the 
man to be an “arbiter” in the 
labor disputes and a persuasive in- 
fluence on the price cutters. It 
was not mentioned that Doc Gins- 
berg and Murray were old pals. 

The cleaners asked for a ton- 
ference with Htmphreys. 
weren't quite sure. Murray obliged 
and met with them. He was at- 
tended by “Machine Gun” Jack 
McGurn, Capone’s toughest trig- 
ger man. The busjness men were 
impressed with the deal made. 
Humphreys was to get -$10,000 a 
year for one year. He got a lot 
more than $10,000, he refused to 
leave when the year was up, and 
he cut himself in for 50 per cent 
of a big establishment, plus $100 a 


week. 
| Cleaners withdrew from the 

agreement. In August of 1930 an 
acid-throwing binge in the Micni- 
gan plant ruined $20,000 worth of 
clothing. There were no further 
withdrawals. Benjamin Rosenberg, 
who operated a cut-rate place, 
charged two thugs, Philip Man- 
gano and Louis Clementi, with 
physical violence and destruction 
of clothing. Just before Mangano 
and Clementi were to be tried, 
Benjamin Rosenberg, the only wit- 
ness, was murdered. The case 
against the boys was, of course, 
dismissed. 

Humphreys muscled into a pack-

ing house with such telling effect: 
that it went bankrupt 13 weeks. 


after putting The Camel on its 
payroll. Then came Murray’s 
foray into the dairy business. 
When the great Al Capone had 
shown signs of crumbling before 
income tax charges, Humphreys 
was one of the throng of hood- 
lums who practically beat down 
the revenue agents’ doors to file 
delinquent taxes. Murray’s were 
not only delinquent, they were 
fraudulent, as Tessem was to 
prove when he dug up the old 
stand-by bank accounts in phony 
names. The Camel was charged 
with defrauding the Government 
of $26,108.04 in 1930, 1931 and 1932, 


The $50,000 paid for Fitchie’s re- 


lease was included in Humphreys’s 
income. 
The cashier who had authorized 
the opening of the Humphreys’s 
accounts under fictitious 
mames proved to be quite a wit- 
mess. He told Tessem that Hum- 
phreys had used a fictitious namé. 
Before the grand jury the cashier 
had never heard of Humphreys. 
Then his bank asked for a meet-

against Humphreys was returned 
in June of 1933, but our hero had 
by then fled the country. He re- 
turned after 16 months in Mexico 
and stood trial. He got 18 months 
and a fine of $5000. The Camel 
admitted himself well pleased with 
the verdict and sentence, and I 
Cag see why.

OBODY ever for a moment 

saw the long arm of coinci- 

dence involved in the machine 
gunning of Tommy Maloy by per- 
sons unknown on Feb. 4, 1935. 
Tommy was business agent for the 
Chicago local of the Motion Pic- 
ture Operators’ Union. Whoever 
shoved the machine gun into Tom- 
my’s car certainly did Frank Nitti 
a favor, because Frank had just 
concluded arrangements to take 
over the motion picture industry 
via Willie Bioff and George 
‘Browne, The first order of busi- 
ness was the control of Maloy’s 
union. George Browne appointed 
Nitti’s man, Nick Circella, to re- 
place Maloy, s0 it can be seen that 
Maloy’s gory departure came as no 
great shock to Nitti. It is possible 
it came as no great surprise. 


Maloy was a very tough Chi- 
cagoan who had successfully stood 
off several efforts of hoodlums to 
muscle in on his labor racket. 
Eventually he succumbed to the 
blandishments of Al Capone’s terse 
representatives but he managed to 
retain some control of his union. 


There is evidence that Maloy felt . 


neither need nor desire to continue 
paying full tribute to Capone’s suc- 


Before the first World War, Ma- - 
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when rival gangsters moved in 
right over Enright’s dead and 
bloody body. 


Shortly before Enright’s murder, 
Maloy had become a motion pic- 
ture operator in a tiny movie 
house. The exact reasén for this 
flight into trade is unknown un- 
less it was because Maloy found it 
convenient to have some sort of a 
legitimate blind for the gambling 
dump he ran under the stage of 
the movie house. 


Maloy was at his post in the 
projectionist’s boaqth one evening 
when two gun-toting hoodlums 
climbed in on him, They leveled 
their guns at his frank Irish face 
and informed him that they’ were 
muscling in on the current projec- 
tionists’ union and he was being 
thus informed that he had better 
join the new outfit, or else. 


Maloy gazed at the gunmen 
from his five and a half feet of 
rather rotund masculinity and 
bowed his head to the inevitable. 
When his conquerors lowered 
their artillery for a moment Maloy: 
promptly knocked both of them 
down with his fists. He then lit- 
erally kicked out their teeth. The 
gunmen fled down the stairs with- 
Maloy in pursuit. When they 
ducked into an alley Maloy threw 
their guns after them and re 
turned to the theater. When this 
tale got about, Maloy became the 
toast of the projectionists’ union 
and by 1920 he was made union 
business agent, a post which re- 
quired such qualities as Tommy 
seemed to possess in abundance.

Originally the film was synchro- 
nized with records and that re- 
quired technicians known as “fad- 
ers,” who naturally came under 
Maloy’s wing. The fader became 
useless when sound was put on 
film but Maloy would not permit 
the owners to discharge the tech- 
nicians. Finally the owners 
learned that Maloy would enter 
no objections to the discharge of 
faders if he was paid $1100 per 
discharge. This was done in 1932. 
Maloy failed to pay taxes on $124,- 
300 that year. 

It was highly dangerous to ques- 
tion Maloy’s right to give all the 
good jobs to permit men. Or.to 
question anything. Jacob D. Kauf- 
man, an operator who had once 
backed a rival candidate, was mur- 
dered by unknown but debonair 
young m in white pants on 
June 20, 1931. Fred F. Oser, a 
gentle soul of 50, had joined in a 
minor rebellion. He was lured to 
Maloy’s offices by a promise of 
forgiveness and shot dead by 
Maloy’s' chief muscleman, Ralph 
O’Hara. A coroner’s jury accepted 
O’Hara’s plea of _ self-defense. 
O’Hara was indicted anyhow when 
it became known that the coro- 
ner’s jury was made up entirely of 
professional jurymen. A judge 
later instructed a jury to find 
O’Hara not guilty because nobody 
saw O’Hara kill Oser.

HE gangsters began lusting in 

earnest after Tommy’s racket 

about the time prohibition dis- 
appeared, so Maloy began moving 
around amid a cloud of suspicious- 
eyed hoodlum bodyguards includ- 
ing the infamous Joie Montana 
who walked the streets of Chicago 
armed, although he had shot and 
killed two police officers when he 
was 16 years old. The record 
which now follows is interesting 
only because it is a primer in how 
diplomatic negotiations are car- 
ried on by gangsters. 


First the rival gang, which we 


- might as well call Nitti’s, kidnaped 


a man outside Maloy’s home. Nit- 
ti’s boys thought it was Maloy but 
it turned out to be one of Tommy’s 
bodyguards, George Graham. The 
kidnapers were naturally disap- 
pointed but, being sound business 
men, attempted to salvage some- 
thing. They called Maloy and said, 
“Tommy, we got Georgie Graham. 
Is his life worth $10,000 to you?” 


“It ain’t worth a quarter to me,” 
Tommy answered, -and hung up. 
The. kidnapers released Graham. 

There was always $100,000 in 
cash in Tommy’s home simply be- 
cause he knew we were checking 
his income tax and he was fearful 
of banks and safe deposit vaults 
and the other gadgets he had seen 
used to convict Capone et al. The 
hard-working kidnapers snatched 
a Negro maid leaving Tommy’s 
house and persuaded her to give 
them the keys. Some neighbors 
noticed the kidnaping, telephoned 
the police, and the lads had to 
run before they could get into the 
house. 

It is likely that the third kidnap 
try was a success, although the 
kidnapee, Mr. Maloy, requested 
police assistance in recovering 
$65,000 in cash plus jewelry which 
he claimed had been taken from 
his wife at gunpoint. Maloy ex- 
plained his absence prior to the 
“rob by claiming a hunting 
trip in ada. 

On Jan. 25, 1935, the grand jury 
indicted Maloy after reluctant ad- 
missions by theater owners that 
they paid Maloy tribute and our 
proof that Maloy had possession 
of large sums of money. * The in- 
dictment charged Maloy with fail- 
ure to report $350,000 for the years

This is how: take a 
thin, small oval of pastry, pinch 
together in the middle and place 
around the edge of the pastry 
top. 

When beef is tender, sprinkle 
top lightly with flour, add more 
water if meat is dry, and lay pas- 
try on top. Raise oven tempera- 
ture to 450F or hot. Return pie 
to oven and bake 15 minutes more 
or until pastry has turned a golden 
brown. Serves six,

—he put it into rhyme. After he 
finished each part, he read it to 
his daughter, Barbara, 4. 

“She was my guinea pig,” May 
recalled.

Then, one Christmas eve, a 
thick fog stopped Santa Claus 
after he had set out to distribute 
toys. That’s where Rudolph came 
in, Santa hitched him at the head 
of the reindeer team. His nose 
cut through the gloom like a 
headlight on a train, and he 
guided Santa to homes around the 
world. Rudolph became a hero. 

The tale was printed-in an il- 
lustrated book with the by-line 
of Robert L. May.

Rudolph hibernated during 
World War II. But 3,600,000 copies 
of his story were handed out in 
1946 as good will “give-aways.”

Gen. John K. Cannon, who. took 
over command from Lt. Gen. 
Curtis Lemay last October, learned 
about the Russians in the sum- 
mer of 1944.

Cannon is taciturn about his ex- 
perience with the Soviets.

“I wanted to fly a Stormovik 
fighter,” he recalls. “The Rug 
sians said they had orders to see 
that nothing happened to me.”

Cannon leads his men in combat, 
In the invasion of Sicily, in the 


Dec. 
A FIGHTING general with 


the only man who ever success- 

fully “ditched” one.

He spent World War I in the 
United States and entered the air 
service pilots school in 1921 “be- 
cause I liked flying.”

In 1925 he went to Luke Field, 
Hawaii, with the Sixth Pursuit 
Squadron and returned two years 
later to command the Ninety- 
fourth Pursuit Squadron at Self- 
ridge Field, Mich. In 1931 he be- 
came director of training at the 
Air Corps training center at Ran- 
dolph Field, Tex. He was grad- 
uated from the Command and 
General Staff School 
Leavenworth, Kan., in 1937.

“But here again is evidence that 
the self-boasting ethical medieal 
profession is perfectly willing to 
employ and enjoy the financial 
aid of the patent medicine boys 
in financing their lobbying activi- 
ties.”

Chest Campaign Exceeded 
1947 Mark by $287,000 
— Comparison With’ 
Other Cities. 


Final returns of the St. Louis 
Community Chest campaign, tab- 
ulated in the past week, have 
-ghown a total of $4,692,000 raised, 
this being 98 per cent of the cam- 
paign goal of $4,785,000. The 
amount raised was $287,000 moré 
than that obtained in the 1947 
drive here. 

‘Comparison with five cities 
shows Cleveland as raising 100.3 
per cent of its goal, or $5,212,242; 
while the four others made less 
favorable showings than this city. 
Detroit raised $5,843,852, 97.8 per 
cent of its objective; Pittsburgh, 
$4,594,595, 92.6 per cent; Boston, 
$6,125,000, 88.1 per cent; and San 
Francisco, $2,846,251, 75.1 per cent. 

The large firms division, headed 
by William M. Rand, president of 

onsanto Chemical Co., - raised 
$2,118,000, or 45 per cent of the 
total raised, and 94 per cent of its 
assigned quota. 

The five other campaign divi- 
sions exceeded their quotas. The 
special gifts division, headed by 
Edmund T., Allen, treasurer of 8&t. 
Louis Brewers’ Yeast Corp., ob- 
tained $1,523,000, 101 per cent of its 
‘ quota. The employee division, 
through which 200,000 workers in 
2200 plants and offices were s0- 
licited, raised $451,000, a fraction 
over 100 per cent of its quota.

After wild wooing in the cover- 
charging Cafe Bosphorus, they 
middie-aisled it in 1934. Their life 
together was an endless line of 
gilded hotels in Bern, Madrid, 
Paris, Cannes—good food, cham- 
pagne and music for madame. 

When Adolf Hitler’s panzers 
fought their way into France, 
Schlump truly prospered.

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FAVORITE DISH 


Herring Salad, a New Year's Eve Tradition

HE serving of herring salad is a holiday custom in many 
St. Louis families. Eaten at or near midnight on New 
Year's eve, it is supposed to bring good luck for the 

coming year. 

A recipe which has been in the family for three genera- 
tions is followed by Mrs. Ernest Koenig in preparing the 
dish. It calls for salt “milk” herring. The fish are soaked 
overnight in cold water, cleaned, and what is called the 
“milk” or “milch” is set aside. Herring are then skinned, 
filleted and all bones removed. Fillets and milk are diced. 


Cold cooked beef or veal, potatoes, beets, dill pickles 
and raw apples are diced and added with minced onion 
to the fish ingredients. Vinegar is mixed in well. Mixture 
is packed in bowl or dish, covered and placed in refrigera- 
tor overnight. A short time before serving, salad is decor- 
ated with a daisy design. Yellow center and white petals 
are made by putting yolks of hard cooked eggs through 
sieve and chopping the whites. No additional seasoning is 
needed with salt herring. 

INGREDIENTS: Four salt milk herring, two cups each 
cold boiled potatoes, beets and roast beef or veal; one cup 
raw apple, three-fourths cup dill pickle, one small onion, 
one cup cider vinegar, three hard cooked eggs. _ These 
amounts will serve eight persons.

Back at Jesse Hall, they seized a 15-foot 
Christmas tree, put up by the Y. M. C. A., dragged it out- 
side and set it on fire. City firemen who put out the blaze 
were applauded by some students, who evidently 
considered things were getting out of hand. 

President Middlebush appeared on a second-floor 
balcony, attempted to explain that the term at Rolla had 
opened a that at Columbia. Roundly booed, he re- 
turned to his office. The students, about run out of 
momentum, went to lunch. The next move was up to
